Two niontliH hence un oecusiounl silky 
iicssengor will liont away from the gl'.w- 
ti liing clouds about the open milkweed 
potls, but who ever thanks tin* b/*cH of 
June for them? The flower is but :i 
bright anticipation—an expression of 
hope in the being of the parent plant. 
It has but one mission. All its frag¬ 
rance, all its nectar, all its beauty of 
form and hue, are but means toward the 
consummation of the eternal edict *>' 
creation—“Increase and multiply." 'j.’o 
that end we owe all the infinite forms, 
designs, tints, decorations, perfumes, 
mechanisms nnd other seemingly inex¬ 
plicable* attributes. Its thresb'dil must 
bear its own peculiar 'welcome to d* 
insect, or perhaps to Its hurnmiug-hird 
friend, or counterpart;, its nectaries must 
hoth tempt nnd reward his coming, ami 
its petals assist bis comfortable tarry¬ 
ing. 

Next to the* floral orchids, tlu> mechan¬ 
ism of our milkweed blosjom is perhaps 
tig' most complex and remarkable. a ml 
illustrates ns perfectly as any of the 
orchid examples given tn Darwiirs noble 
work the alisolute divine intention of 
the dependence of ft plant species noon 
the visits of an insect. 

Our milkweed flower is u deeply plan¬ 
ned contrivance to insure such nil end. 
It Fills the air with enticing fragrance. 
Its nectaries are stored with sweets, and 
T fancy each opening hud keenly alert 
with conscious solicitude for its afllnily. 
Though many other flower* manage im¬ 
perfectly to pcr)>etuiLtc their kind in the 
default of insect intervention, the milk¬ 
weed. like most of the orchids, is help¬ 
less ami incapable of such resource. In¬ 
close this budded umbel in tarlatan 
gauze, and it will bloom days after Its 
fellow-blooms have fallen, anticipating 
its consummation, but no immIh will bo 
seen upon this cluster.—William Hamil¬ 
ton (iibson.

Bussw'oihI Mini iHiplar ar*; the woods 
used in the production. The logs are 
sawed into lengths of eighteen inewe*. 
which is the length of a fibre of excel 
sior. These blocks an* split into halve* 
nnd the woo*I 1* properly seasoned. Ex 
eelsior is made of different degrees of 
coarseness and fineness *»f fibre. In tin* 
inanfaeture a series of knife points run 
down the face <>f the block cutting into 
the wood in parallel lines that arc spaced 
according to the width of the fibre to b<- 
made. .V following knife sln-es off tin} 
whole fare of the block thus scored. 
The fibre* curl ami commingle as the 
knife set s them free. All excelsior lna- 
vliiue makes 2(M) to :it«) strokes a min¬ 
ute, every stroke cutting off a tier of 
fibres across the face of the block. Tb«* 
usual commercial package of excelsior is 
si bale weighing about 250 pound*. At 
wholesale excelsior sell* at $10 t«» $40 
a ton. 

Excelsior is extensively used pack¬ 
ing purposes, and in the lnsinnrifeture 
of bedding and various other upholstery 
uses. It is also largely used for tilt/v- 
ing purposes, and it has various other 
uses. Excelsior is now manufactured 

in Germany and France, wheie it is call¬ 
ed wool Wood. The wood used ill the 
manufacture in tlios** countries is 
brought from Norway mid Sweden, nnd 
the manufactured product costs w >ru 
there thuti it d*s*s hen*.

GIVE UP THEIR HEAD. 

THE ALPINE GLACIERS YIELD ARK¬ 
WRIGHT'S BODY AFTER 31 YEARS. 


In This Latest Instance the 14entmen¬ 
tion le Absolutely Complete-One of 

the Moet Thrllltn* of Mnnt BUM 

Adventures Vividly Recalled. 

The news has been received froid 
Geneva, Switzerland, tbut the body of 
Capt. Henry Arkwright, burled under au 
avalanche, Get. 13, 1880. hns been re* 
covered. my* The Chicago 1 o*t. It 
wax found almost two milesi below the 
place where the Intrepid Englishman 
lost Ills I if*, and was in the main well 
preserved. It had been hurled by the 
avalanche into a crevasse of the glacier, 
ami hud moved down the mountain • dc 
with that creeping giuut of the Alps 
until it wus restored ut the melting edge 
of the ice. The feet and head ure lost 
They were doubtless ground uwuy by 
Ihe^wdnlc** crushing of the glacier in 
it* mot cinciil. But the rest of -the body 
h iHTfect. Identification is complete. 
'Hie lunuls are preserved. The right 
hi-.nd is remarkably lifelike and niinK.il 
ih appearance. Even the red tint of 
blood is preserved in that member. 

Iu the isickct of the gray waistcoat of 
die fashion of thirty years ago was 
1i mid a ldtie*l»ordercd white handker¬ 
chief i|iiitc as good as new. Cant. Ark¬ 
wright's initials ure embroidered iu the 
corner. There is u gold stud Jn the 
linen collar, and a large stud iu th" 
shirt front with u sinull diamond .Aar 
in die ci litre. Among the trinkets taken 
fioin ihr pockets was a silver cigarette 
cusc. Tho gold watch Is entirely unlii- 
jmed. With the chain it was found near 
the body, evidently having heen drugged 
away in the slow movement of the 
glacier. An Inquest was at once held 
by the justice of the|»eace, the Mayor, a 
doctor, and the local gendarmes. 1 he 
n mains were buried at Ghamounlx, 
awaiting orders from England if any 
of ('apt. Arkwright's relatives or friends 
tan be found. 

The story of Capt. Arkwright’s death 
is one of the moat thrilling In the tin- 
mils of Mont Blanc adventure, lie had 
been an aide-de-camp to the Lord .Lieu* 
Kmint of Ireland: was a scholar uud 
ulso a traveler. But he was uuitc un¬ 
used to Alp climbing. At 5.30 o clock on 
the moraine of Oct. 13, 18(10. ho. with 
his guide. Michel Simond, two porter* 
named Francois and Joseph Toumler, 
ami accompanied by Silva in Couttet of 
the Fierro Pointue and a. servant—die 
latter two apparently being voluntary 
. Potions to a party already formed— 
left the Grand Mulcts for the ascent of 
Mont Blanc. They took tho route of the 
•'ancient passage.” and had gone but a 
little way, probably less than five miles, 
when an avalanche descended upon 
them. Such visitations have always 
been peculiarly common on this route, 
and it is and always has been regarded 
especially dangerous.

Scientific Hx pertinents With Bacteria 
Ferment In Milk Product*. 

Prof. Conn gives them* results of ,*x- 
periments with bacteria ferment iu milk, 
cream ami its products: 

1. The cream in ordinary duiries al¬ 
ways contains bacteria, u large tun j »r- 
Ity of which arc perfectly wholewmtfc 
uud which giro rise either to good flav¬ 
ors und a run us iu the* butter, or ut 
hast produce no injurious effect upon 
the cream. They are perfectly consis¬ 
tent with the production of the best 
(lUality of butter. 

2. In the months of May and June the 
variety nud number of these types of 
bacteria is decidedly greater than iu the 
winter months, and this probability ex- 

K Inins in part the- better quality of the 
utter ut these seasons. 

3. Occasionally a dairy, or u creamery 
may lie impregnated with a species of 
bacteria tliut grows rapidly nud produces 
a deleterious effect upon its butter. This 
will produce iu all cases a falling off in 
the quality. The trouble may be dm- 
perlmps to a single cow, inasmuch as ;hc 
milk of individual cows may sometimes 
contain species of orguuism not found iu 
others, even iu the same burn. It is, 
however, commonly impossible for the 
fi rmer or the butter-maker to find tbc 
source of such injurious bacteria. 

4. Creameries und dairies will iu many 
cases be supplied with bacteria giving 
rise to desirable flavors, aromas, and a 
proper amount of acid. This is common¬ 
ly the ease from the fact that the good 
tla voting species are abundant, but it 
will not always be the case. It is iporc 
common iu June than at other seasons 
of the year, simply because the variety 
of bacteria is greater ut this time and 
hence the greater likelihood that some 
species which produce the proper uronu 
and flavor wilt be present, Probably 
also sonic pf tin* dcsirnii.- species are 
especially abundant iu the green food of 
cow* in June. 

5. If cmim be inoculated with x large 
culture of some particular kind of bac¬ 
teria this species will frequently develop 
so rapidly as to cheek the growth of the 
< tlier bacteria present uud thus perhaps 
prevent them from producing their mi- 
lurnT efforts. lienee it will follow that 
the use of sturters will commonly give 
rise to rBVonillc results even though the

In country road-making there ia much 
plowing of roadsides and scraping away 
of the surface soil. Tliio* is almost al¬ 
ways a mistake. But the farmer should 
sec to it that at least the work of mad 
improvement docs nut obstruct the en¬ 
trances to his fields. Making it easy 
for the farmer t» use any part of his 
fmm is for him about the most neces¬ 
sary part of mad improvements, Out 
of this field in'o the paid he will each 
year draw maty loads, besides the loads 
hf manure he will likely draw into it. 
If a plowed n«l>e Wh ditch obstructs the 
entrance to die field many wagons will 
be net dh'ssl*• broken. If a ditch is 
required iu the roadside opposite a gate, 
the path mister may lie .obliged to eon- 
veil it at* bat point into a sluiceway, 
with stone or tile passage for the water. 
An iiiidcHraiu beside tin* road, thrive 
foot deep, with good outlet, Is tile best 
way to in prove most poor roads. But 
whatever the method adopted, the far¬ 
mer shoild sec to it that road improve¬ 
ment dies lmt obstruct gateways that 
he lias Ii use.

Profit In Whiter Dnlryiiir. 

When convenient to a good market n 
better profit can he realized from winter 
dairying than in summer. There is a 
better demand for milk and butter, and 
if rare is taken to produce a good ar¬ 
ticle a better price can be realized. But 
it is not advisable *.o go into the busi¬ 
ness haphazard. 

So far as can be doin' the farmer may 
seek to diversify his produets. The con¬ 
dition* under whieli the farm work must 
l.e done should determine what line of 
farming should be the principal industry. 

One or the first essentials in profitable 
dairying is good cows, and in winter 
dairying it is qirtc hi. item to have them 
eonie fresh in the fall. 

Another item that must l.e looked af¬ 
ter in good season is good shelter fo$ J 
the cows. There must he plenty of 
loom; the quarters must he comfortably 
warm, and yet clean and well ventilated, 
so th’at there will lie no foul odors. In 
order to economize time, and iu this 
way lessen the cost of production, the 
quarters should be arranged convenient¬ 
ly, both at regards dinning and feed¬ 
ing. 

To make dairying most profitable lib¬ 
el a I feeding is necessary. This means 
♦lmt the rows that are giving milk must 
have as much wholesome, nutritious 
food ns they will e<N aim digest. There 
niust be a good variety; this is necessary 
iu order to keep up a good appetite. A 
cow must eat well if she is to milk well. 
Bhe may eat well and convert her food 
into growth or gain, but she eaunot 
milk well unless she is well fed.

The most good we ever got out of 
pumpkins was to lake a dry cow we 
wantid to fatten, lie her in the barn and 
give her all she would eat and she would 
seem to fatten very fast. Then sell her 
to the meat man; don’t kill her yourself. 
Our method of feeding western feeds is 
to purchase that kind that will, with 
the kind we have, bring tho ration tm 
to one of protein to four of carbohy¬ 
drates, and that is generally largely cot¬

A capon w ill bring 
upwards of three times as milch as a 
rock. t'apoiis grow to be larger and 
heavier than cocks and muy,*f w j*ll bred, 
b" nutde to attain a she of from l'J to 
l.*» pounds each. A capon of such weight 
will sell for from Jf- to Jfd. w hile a e< ek 
will not bring more than o0 cents. Yet 
it costs just as much to raise ci cks 
ns to raise capons. 

When raising cnpmis the breed should 
he carefully considered. If tin* opera I km 
is performed early the capon will .lot 
develop a comb. The operation shoiil I 
be performed before the Idl'd Is three 
months old. It is a waste of lime to 
use small breeds and scrub, as they 
will only sell as second-class stock. Th • 
largest capons, according to our informa¬ 
tion, are produced by crossing a Dork¬ 
ing male with Hrahama liens, and the 
best in quality are produced bv keeping 
the pullets of the Dorking-Hralmiu cross 
and mating them with an Indian game 
male. Tin* capons so produced combine 
ibe size of the Hruhiiui, the compactness 
of the Dorking and the full breast and 
juicy qualities of the Indian game. Oth¬ 
er good crosses in i.v b.* intiby tli • 
use of lloudau male with Hrahma, Co

Capons clmiild be put in a small yar

ORCHARD CULTIVATION. 
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Fruit Must lteceivu as Good Care as All 
Ollier Crops, 

Good tillage increases the available 
food supply of the soil; it also conserves 
its moisture. , . 

Trees should be made to senu tbf.tr 
roots deep iuto the soil, in >rl*\’ to for- 
iity against drought. This is done by 
draining the sod and by plowing the 
orch.it -J rather deep. 

Tics t.eep plowing should b*grj the 
very year the trrn** are set out, and it 
should he continued every spring unttl 
the hahit of the tree is established. 

Moist mu is retained in the upper soil 
b) uiy licqiient but shallow tillage. I>*‘ 
me.iiis cl wli ci: the surface of the land 
becomes a mulch for tile soil beneath. 

Tillage should be begun just as soon 
as tin* ground is dry enough in spring- 

This tillage should be repeated as often 
as once in t» n days through growing 
season—from spring until July or 
August- 

i illage should nut exist for the pur¬ 
pose of killing weeds. 

Late cultivation may he injurious by 
inducing a Into growth. At all events 
it can lie of small utility when the tree 
b< gius to mature and rains become fro 
qr.ent. This season of respite gives the 
grower the opportunity of raising a 
green manure, and of adding fertility to 
his land at trifling expense and With 
in* haim to his trees. 

Fall plowing may be advisable for 
farm crops, lint not for orchards. 

Only cultivated crops should he al¬ 
lowed in orchards early in the season. 
tJruin and hay should never be grown. 

In general level culture is best. Tie* 
modern enllivntors aud harrows make 
such eiiltivation easy. 

Trees, especially apples, are often 
tru.iiiod too high. i»i«eaii*e of difficulty of 
working clone; but modern tools per- 
mil the heads to be made low. 

Harness with no projecting Inline* 
nor metal turrets should he used in 
ben ring on-ha ids. Those requiring no 
W hilllet i ees are also useful. 

I'otash is the chief fertilizer for fruit 
trees, particularly after bearing. 

Potash may be had in wood ashes and 
muriate of potash. An annual applica¬ 
tion of potash should be made upon

One of tho 
favorite experiments practiced on nearly 
all farms is that of keeping hens and 
pullets for several months with the c*x- 
lectation that lhc$- will soon begin to 
ay. and such fowls aiv thus carried 
over for two or three mouths, only to 
be sold in disgust nt n time when they 
bring but little in market. ’When a doz¬ 
en hens compose a flock, nml but few 
eggs* are secured, it Is easily known 
which hens arc the layers, as the red 
comb* will indicate the profitable ones. 
If the combs are shriveled and have no 
color it is safe to look for na eggs for 
quite n time. To keep sack non* with 
tlu* belief that they will sooul help to 
increase the number of egg* i* to incur 
unnecessary expense, leaving out the fact 
that the unprofitable hen* will become 
so deeply indebted to their owner that 
they cannot iu the future remunerate 
him for their support.—Poultry Keeper.

Prof. John A. Myers, director of the 
West Virginia Kxpcriim-ut Station, 
writes in Hoard’s Dairyman: 

"If we eoinbiiie the dairy and poultry 
business, we make a most happy union, 
and I have often wondered that -»ur 
dairymen do not place more emphasis 
upon poultry as a source of income. 

* Tin- poultry business requires no large 
amount of capital, and labor upon the 
faun that would otherwise Ik* idle cun 
very largely be utilized in earing for it. 
The same families tilnft take the dairy 
pn dm-ts will be only too glad to get the 
p. nitty supplies, so that there is no ud- 
Pit'oual expense in marketing the sup¬ 
plies. 10very ben properly eared for cm 
fit• expected t*» pay tile owner at least 
(.lie dollar net per year in eggs, ami con¬ 
siderable additionally either in form <<f 
eggs or of chickens raised for sal;*. 
Cons.idernble poultry can Ih* kept largely 
upon what would otherwise*bo wastes of 
the dairy business. Buttermilk or skim 
milk fed to hens will pay liottcr than 
u-ed iiiiv other way with which I am 
acquainted. Tlwre are wastes about 
the dairy stable which cannot be utilized 
in any way as effectively as by poult.*}’* 
.which pick up tin* lost grain, whether 
in the manger or in the manure pile, and 
convert it into profit. 

"Poultry properly bundled gives the 
farmer a certain and ample income at 
tin* time of tin* year when dairymen are 

nerally most anxious to have the dc- 
lieienei«*s <»f the dairy made good, and 
there is never a time in the year when 
poultry products may not find a fair 
market. 

'•Mm*h of the mixed f< mm 1 for dairy 
cattle is admirably adapted for feeding 
poultry: little additional building is 
necessary: no additional help is require*!. 

“For myself I prefer the egg producing 
varieties to the all-purpose fowl, or fowl 
that is especially adapted for killing ns 
meat. In tin* long run. I think tin* egg 
producers more profitable than the meat 
I reducers, and that is a question of 
taste, and the point is not to keep any 
fowls upon the farm that do not pay a 
profit to the owner. The man who ex¬ 
pects to secure both qualities in a 
thicken is like 1 hr- man who wants a 
good beef and a good dairy cow in the 
same animal- It is best to determine 
what a man wishes to do and work to 
that end.”

iipc. and then cool before churning. Well 
ripened cream should be coagulated or 
thickened. It should run from a height 
in a smooth stream, like oil. When a 
paddle is dipis*d into it and held in the 
I baud, it should stick all over in n thick 
c«*ut. not running off in streaks and 
showing tin* surface of the paddle. When 
tin lust drops run off the middle into the 
Mir. they should leave little dents or 
I depressions, on the surface, which do 
I not dose up for an instaut. The cream 
1 should have a satin gloss or fresh sur* 
! face. Churn until the granules are the 
I size of wheat kernels, then draw off the 
I buttermilk, and wash through two or 
! -three waters, whirling the churn a few 
trnus around. Fse from a pint to a 
quart of water i»er pound of butter. 
Have the water at a temperature of 40 
degrees to 15 degrees in hot weather, 
and fr*m 50 degrees to 02 dgri*es in

Km ni Kxlit«nre Delightful With tlood 
Roads. 

Wherever experiments in rural mall 
delivery have been made it has been 
found to work most successfully—during 
clear weather when the roads were all 
right, which indicates how indissolubly 
linked together are the problems of good 
roads and the uplift of the s« eial life 
of the farm. 

The time bus come when the farmer 
must sit down to think out this ques¬ 
tion of good loads and how to get them. 
It is not an exaggeration to say that to 
the future of agriculture few things bear 
so important a relationship as does the 
question of good*roads. Indeed, if the 
generation now growing up on the fa*m 
is to be kept ou the farm, better social 
advantages will be found absolutely ue- 
tcBsury, and what single thing could 
contribute so mueh us good loads to the 
elevation of life on the farm? 

But the whole thing is beiu^' discussed 
in a desultory and indeterminate way, 
which promises nothing for the future. 
Organized effort, iu which the wheel¬ 
man of the town and the farmer of the 
country should stand shoulder to shoul¬ 
der, must be put forth if substantial ad 
vunco is to be made. With the harvests 
out of the wuy there should be i*c*t ou 
foot a movement looking to this cud. 

With good roads farm life will lmve 
all the delights of rurul existence, to 
which will be added the advantages of 
the town, or a daily mail, or soctul in¬ 
tercourse with neighbors, or musicul.*s 
and lectures brought near. Good roads 
will transform the farm, which so many 
now desert for the city, Into the most

If 
s plowed ridge or ditch obstructs the 
entrance to the field many wagons will 
be needlessly broken. If a ditch is re¬ 
quired in the roadside 'opposite a gate, 
the path master may be obliged to con¬ 
vert it at that point into a sluiceway, 
with stone or tile passage for the water. 
An underdratu beside the -road, three 
feet deep, with good outlet, is the beat 
way to improve most poor roads. Jim 
whatever the method adopted, the farm¬ 
er should see to it that road improve¬ 
ment does not obstruct* gateways that 
he has to use.

While no new developments hate oome 
to light in the bank robbery, it is now gen¬ 
erally believed that the four men jrho were 
oaraped on Uawloy’s Point daring Jn'y 
and August were the prepetratore of the 
deed. The detect!vee on the case have de 
voted considerable time in an endeavor to 
dieoover the owner of the screw driver 
found near the partition through whioh 
the robbers effected an entrance. It is a 
oruff home made affair with a wooden 

The detectives affect to make light of 
the tramp theory All the well-known 
bank robbers are known to the police ihey 
eay and if the four men iu question were 
professionals they would have taken greater 
pains to conceal their identity. They 
allege that the oorabination on the safe was 
not mastered by an expert manipulator, 
but that it wae opened by ono who in eome 
manner breame acquainted with the com- 
bination. 

The following from the Halifax Chronicle 
of Sept. 22nd may or may not prove of 
valor. The foot that one of the “ Hawley 
Point trarnpe ’’ who was brought before 
Po ice Magistrate Daly gave out that be 
came from New Brnnewiok might go to 
show that he was none other than Bell. 
The following ie the extract from the 
Chronicle : 

"The indentifleation and capture of 
robbers comes about sometimes in a very 
curious way, as the case related below will 
•how. One night about six years ago a 
stranger went into the town of Newcastle, 
N. B., and the next morning he disappear¬ 
ed. Daring the night, the safe iu James 
Fish & Oo r s premises at Newcastle was 
burglarized and 8700 taken therefrom. 

1. C. R. Detective Skeffington went to 
work on the oase, and sent a telegram, to 
River dn Lonp, giving a description of the 
stranger, and the oounty constable and 1. 
C. R. police officer there found him on one 
of the trains and when searched he had the 
stolen money In his postilion. He was 
brought to Newcastle, convioted and 
sentenced to five years in Dorobester. He 
gave hie name as Bell and was said to be 
well connected. After serving eighteen 
months of his sentence be made his esoape 
from the penitentiary and had not been 
heard of again until a few weoks ago. It 
came out at the trial that he li&d spent 
four hours working at Fish's safe, until he 
got ibe combination that opened it. 

It will be remembered that three weeks 
ago despatches were published about the 
robbery of the Dominion bank at Napanee, 
Ontario, and of 930,000 having been taken, 
under similar circumstances as the robbery 
at Fisk’s. The strange part of fhe story is 
that Detective Skeffington on reading tbs 
despatches pitched at once upon Bell, and 
sent a full aesription and a photo of him to 
E. II. Baines, the manager of the Dom¬ 
inion Bank. Word has been received back 
that Bell ie undoubtedly one of tbe 
principals, as be was seeu in company 
with three others near tbe bank on the day 
of the robbery’ It is rather curious that 
his identity should have been made from 
Moncton, whioh ia so many hundred miles 
away/’ 

One of oar citizens, who was at the sta¬ 
tion to meet tho midnight train on the night 
of the robbery, was accosted by two men, 
a tall an£ a short one, who inquired the 
shortest and best route to New York City. 

The Pinkerton deteotiyes are still in 
town, and startling developments are 
expected shortly.

Safe Crackers at Tamworth. 

On Tuesday night burglars broke into 
W. D. Mace’s office at Tamworth and mado 
an unsuccessful attempt to crack his safe 
The office adjoins Mr. Mace's grist mills. 
An entrance was gained by prying open 
tho window. The safe is a burglar proof 
one, and although the robbers drilled 
revtral holes in it and applied powerful 
explosives the massive doors' were proof 
against their efforts. Failing in tbeir 
efforts to blow open the safe the robbers 
adjourned to a nearby blacksmiUi shop and 
eecured several chisels, a hammer and some 
other tools. TIiuh equipped they attempt¬ 
ed to pry open tho safe doors and did 
succeed in moving them a trifle, but 
finally desisted from their efforts. The 
safe iH a double door affair and open# with 
a key. The prying and explosives have 
warped and twisted the locks bo that it 
cannot be opened and probably the services 
of an expert will have to be called in. The 
safo contained no money but all Mr. 
Maco’d books and papers are enclosed in it. 
Lying expoapd by tho window through 
which tho robbers gained an entrance was 
a cash box containing about $12 in silver. 
This was overlooked by t4io burglars in 
their eagerness to get into the safe. Mr. 
Maco recently came to the conclusion that 
a safe is about the unsafeot place in which 
to keep money and quietly placed his 
monoy in his pocket when ho closed up his 
office on Tuesday evening. Mr. Mace's 
dog, a supposedly good watch dog, was 
left in the office but he made no nianifosta 
lions during the night. Five Bafes have 
been successfully cracked in Tamworth 
within the past few years. Tho question 
now arises was it the work of professionals 
or local men !
